OVERTURE “MANFRED,” OPUS 115- Schumann (1810-1856) 

Schumann wrote the music to Byron’s “Manfred” in 1849 (Op. 115). 
The imposing and lofty play of the great English poet had a singularly 
fascinating attraction for him. Never before, he confessed, had he aban¬ 
doned himself so deeply, so fervently to a self-imposed task. And to 
anyone equally acquainted with Byron’s masterwork and with Schumann’s 
peculiar genius (that union of intellectuality, imagination, virility and 
nobility), the blending of the two minds in an extraordinary elevation of 
conception and intense beauty of expression is simply marvellous. Here 
we are actually face to face with Manfred, the man who has fought, 
mastered others, and knows how to master himself; if he is forced into 
magic arts, it is but from a spirit of revolt. He lives alone, and' he cannot 
live alone. The deep source of love, cut off from its natural issues, then 
overflows and lays waste the heart which refused to expand. He has 
loved, too well, too near to him, his sister it may be; she has died of it, 
and impotent remorse has come to fill the soul which no human occupation 
could satisfy. But he does not bend before the chief of the spirits; he 
stands firm and calm before the infernal throne, under the rage of all the 
demons who would tear him to pieces; now that he dies, and they assail 
him, he still strives and conquers.

This symphony, although written in 1802 (Op. 36) and therefore 
generally classed within the Haydn-Mozart period of the master, never¬ 
theless shows already all the characteristics of his mature Muse: extra¬ 
ordinary energy and the stern conciseness which animates and controls 
his thoughts—thoughts that are always noble, simple, unpretentious, and 
yet containing a depth of meaning which is ever fresh; free from affecta¬ 
tion or passing triviality, seeming to reach down to the common basis of 
humanity—to that which lies at the bottom of every heart—so that his 
melodies often have a surprisingly fresh and modern effect, as if made 
yesterday. At the same time, they are not vulgar; they have the geniality 
and common-sense of Haydn’s thoughts, but are of a loftier and wider 
cast. In Beethoven’s music, as in life, the serious and the humorous mix, 
and set off one another, as they do in the works of Shakespeare. 

The Larghetto of this symphony is especially famous for its melodious 
beauty and the marked originality of its many contrasting themes.
